S I conceive the present political situation, it 
is nothing else than a contest to restore the 
‘country to the people to whom it belongs. 

The kind of liberty we want is that which in politi- 
cal life will free us from those who call themselves 
“political bosses,"* those who have put upon us the 
system under which they have thrived. 

But the political boss, so-called, is not a politician. 
He is the man who ts an agent of special interests 
having control of politics. I. have dealt with bosses 
in New Jersey, and the bosses I have dealt with 
are not addicted to the principles of any political 
party. 

The party employs them for the purpose of see- 
ing to it that the men who occupy the offices and 
make the laws of the country do not stand in the 
way of special interests. And, I must admit, these 
bosses also make the representatives of special inter- 
ests victims and exact tribute money from them. 

But there is still a greater liberty we are striv- 
ing for. We are striving for the liberty of en- 
terprise, which will permit the people to have 
individual initiative, individual undertaking, in- 
dividual invention. 

This is a part of the liberty which we are denied 
by the Republican administration because it has 
tied. itself, whether wilfully or. unconsciously, to 4 
great system, the details of which are being un- 
covered at Washington. 

There is nothing surprising in these investiga- 
tions, however. We have known corporations of 
this country have controlled the Republican party 
by the money that has been contributed to their 
campaign funds. 

All that is being revtaled in the details of the 
things with’ which, in a general way, we are famil- 
lar. So, to whatever side we turn, my friends, we 
are in search of some kind of liberty, economic, s0- 
cial, political.—At the Coliseum, St. Louis, Oct. 9;

groups you found that it was not the power of 
public opinion, but somé¢ private influence,

tices which we can absolutely remove by the di- 
rect election of Senators by the people themselves. 
I for one will not allow any man who knows his- 
tory to say to me that I am acting inconsistently 
with eeither the spirit or the form of the Ameri- 
can Government in advocating the direct election 
of the United States Senators.—Hartford, Sept. 25. 


Initiative, Referendum 
and Recall as Remedies. 


ET no man deceive himself by the fallacy that 
anybody proposes to substitute direct legisla- 
tion by the people or a direct reference of laws 

voted in the Legisiature by the vote of the people 
for representative government. 

The initiative is a means of recapturing the seat 
of legislative authority on behalf of the people 
themselves. The referendum is a means of seeing to 
it that unrepresentative measures are not put upon 
the statute book, but are checked by being sub- 
mitted to the vote of the people. 

When you come to the recall, the principle is that 
if an administrative officer, for we will begin with 
an administrative officer, is corrupt, or so unwise 
as to be doing things that are likely to lead to all 
sorts of mischief in the future, it will be possible 
by a sedate and slow process prescribed by the law 
to get rid of that officer before the end of his term. 

I don’t see how any man who is grounded in 
the traditions of American affairs, particularly 
as they dertwe their origin from New England, 
ean find any valid objection to the recall of ad. 
ministrative officers. 

It is another matter when it comes to the judiciary. 
I myself never have been fn favor of the recall of 
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Judges, not that some Judges haven’t deserved to 
be recalled—that isn’t the point; but because that is 
treating the symptoms instgad of the disease. 

The disease lies deeper, and sometimes it is very, 
very virulent and very dangerous. Gentlemen, there 
have been courts in the United States tha*t were con- 
trolled by private interests. There have been Su- 
preme courts in our States at which men without 
privilege could not get justice. There have been 
corrupt Judges; there have been controli | Judges. 

There have been Judges who acted as other men’s 


there can be no moral objection to removing such 
men from public service. 

Ah! There have been some shameful ehdastine in 
that story. Think of it—the reascn you applauded 
just now is that you feel,’as { feel, that the judi- 
Clary process is the last ultimate safeguard of the 
things that we want to hold stable in this country. 
But suppose that that safeguard is corrupted; sup- 
pose it does not guard my interests amd yours, but 
guards merely the interests of a very small group of 
individuals, and that whenever your interests clash 
with theirs, you will have to give way, though you 
represent 90 per cent of your fellow-citizens and 
they only 10 per cent. 

“Then where is your safeguard, and what is it 
safeguarding, I would like to know? The great pro- 
cesses of equitable thought must control the judi- 
Clary, as they control every other instrument of 
Government.—New Haven, Sept. 25; by Associated 
Press. 


‘The Structural Steel 
of Law’’ for Trusts. 


The thing that stands in the way of the proper 
policy of conservation, and makes it possible to 
form that policy, is that the Government of the 
United States is now under the influence of men 
who want to control the forests, control the 
water courses, control the mines, who will not 
admit that these are public properties which we 
hold in trust for future generations as well as 
for ourselves. 

They are men wha are resisting the efforts of 
those of us who would extend the threads of 
law all through those industrial processes which 
threaten our resources and threaten our lives and 
vitality. 

Then there is the matter of the regulation of 
the hours of labor, of the conditions of labor, the 
question of the sanitation of factories, of the 
limitation of the hours of: work for women and 
children, of the limitation of hours for men, ques- 
tions which are in part State questions, but also 
in part Federal questions. 

All of these matters have to be treated by 
knowledge and pursued by a constancy of pur- 
pese which no special interests ought to be al- 
lowed to stand in the way of.. 

And the Gevernment of the Unitea States, un- 
der the Democratic party, will attempt to put 
all through this nation the structural steel of 
law, so that no man can doubt what his rights 
fre or doubt the stability of the thing that he

MONOPOLY CONTROL OF 
AMERICAN BUSINESS. 


HE freed of the Government of the United 
T States depends upon getting separated from, 
disentangled from, those interests which 
have chiefly enjoyed the patronage of that Gov- 
ernment, because the trouble with the tariff is 
not that it has been protected, for in recent years 
it has been much more than protected—it has 
been one of the most colossal systems of delib- 
erate patronage that has ever been conceived. 
The main trouble with it is that the protection 
stops where the patronage begins; that if you 
could lop off the patronage you would have taken 
away most of the objectionable features of the 
so-called protection. 

This patronage, this special privilege, these fa- 
vors doled out to some persons and not to all, 
have been the basis of the control which has 
been set up over the industries and over the en- 
terprises of this country by great combinations, 
because we forgot, in permitting a regime of free 
competition to last so long, that the competitors 
had ceased to be individuals or simply groups of 
individuals, and it had come to be a competition 
between individuals or small groups on the one 
hand and enormous aggregations of individuals 
and capital on the other, and that after that con- 
trast in strength had been created in fact, com- 
petition, free competition, was out of the question 
—-that it was then possible for the powerful to 
crush the weak. That is not competition, that is 
warfare.—New York City, Sept. 9. 


The Egg Supply and 
the Scrambling System. 


WER in the hands of great business men 
Paces not make me apprehensive, unless it 

springs out of advantages which they have 
not created for themselves. Big business is not 
dangerous because it is big, but because its big- 
ness is an unwholesome inflation created by priv- 
lleges and exemptions which it ought not to 
enjoy.

It was shown by the testimony of J. H. Baker 
that the Century Banking Co. was organized to 
be used as a reference bank by the securities 
company, and that that was the only purpose for 
which it was organized. Copies of form letters 
prepared by Brooks and signed by Russell as 
cashier of the bank and sent to persons inquiring 
as to the financial standing of the securities com- 


pany were introduced in evidence at the trial. 
These letters vouehed for the honesty and high 


standing of the securities company. 

On page 93 of the transcript a circular cent out 
by the securities company is reprinted. This cir- 
cular is headed, “Our References.’ It reads: 

“By their permission we should be pleased to 
have you refer to any one, or all, of those whose 
names and addresses are given below. Some of 
them have heavy deposits with us, and can tell 
you in a very few words the success they have 
had doing business with this company. 

“Century Banking Co., St. Louis, Mo. 
“Hon. H. W. Bond, late Judge of the Court of 
Appeals, Laclede Building, St. Louis, Mo.” 

In another circular Senator Burton was also 
given as a reference.

Judge Bond is convaiescing at St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, and could not be seen by the Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, but Thomas Bond, attorney, and 
his son, authorized this statement after the above 
facts were presented to him: 

The Brooks you inquire about was a client of 
the late Col. John H. Overall. Col. Overall and 
my father were officing together, and, on two or 
three occasions when Brooks came to the office, 
by reason of Col. Overall’s illness, my father at- 
tended to some legal matters for him. He drew 
the papers for the incorporation of the Century 
Banking Co., as any other lawyer would have 
done, but I do not recall now whether it was 
actually incorporated or not. The papers were 
turned over to Brooks and that ended it. And, 
that is the only connection Judge Bond had with 
the matter. 

Information came to my father that Brooks 
had sent out a circuiar of some kind giving his 
name among a number, of other St. Louisans 3s 
reference.

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S I rode along the elevated 
structure on the Levee 
the other morning, re- 
turning from a trip to 
New York, I was struck 
by the filthiness of the 
back yards, the decrepit, 
tumble-down houses and 
the old, neglected build- 
ings which present them- 
selves to the view of the 
traveler entering this 
gateway into the metrop- 
olis of the Southwest. 

For ugliness and squalor this district, which [I 
emphatically pronounce a: disgrace to the city, is 
rivaled only by the view from the elevated car | 
lines in Chicago. 

‘Therefore I was glad to learn that John H.) 
Gundlach, President of the City Council, has sub- | 
mitted to the City Plan Association a project for 
building a railroad passenger. station on Second 
street, between Pine and Locust streets, one re- 
sult of which, he pointed out, would be to en- 
courage the development of the proposed river- 
front - park. 

‘As a business man and as a citizen I am inter- 
ested in city improvement. I am ‘convinced that 
livable conditions and beautiful surroundings are 
a greater factor in municipal growth than are 
even railroad rates. 

New York City has attained its ascendency not 

ily because of its position and its magnificent 

rbor, but also on account of its parks, boule- 
fards, theaters and all that makes for amusement 
and. congenial surroundings. The consequence is 
that, notwithstanding the high cost of living in 
New: York, employers in that city have less dif- 
ficulty in obtaining their quota of employes, even 
occasionally at lower wages, than they would 
have in smaller cities which are less attractive 
tothe average person. 

LikeWise, Seattle, on the opposite coast of the 
United. States, has attained its remarkable 
growth not only because of its bay, but because 
it offers beautiful surroundings in which to live. 
I believe that Seattle, for its size, has more 
playgrounds than any other city in the country. 

During a recent visit to Europe, I was im- 
pressed by one fact which makes it easier to have 
beautiful cities on the continent than it is in 
America. This is that Buropeans are naturally 
neater than we. There one sees, with the excep- 
tion of in #*orthern England, no private yards 
littered with cans, old newspapers, ashes, trash 
and kitchen refuse. The.people them ves have 
thé individual initiative to keep their own prem- 
ises clean and neat. In this country the oppo- 
site is too often true. 

For instance, I will mention the unkempt back 
yards which I saw during my ride along the 
Levee. This fault of deficient neatness is the 
more glaring because the public streets of St. 
Louis are as well kept as any in the world. The 
trouble is that the people seem to be lacking 
individually in a taste for the beautiful; and pre- 
fer to leave any scheme for municfpal improve- 
ment to the city or to some organization. 

When I see a district like that of our Levee, 
the question instantly arises in my mind: “How 

“*~ an decent children be reared in these gutters?” 
Thus the question of beautifying the city becomes 
@ moral one. It follows that we alf should be in 
favor of pushing to completion plans for the re- 
demption of the congested downtown districts, 
such as thateproposed for the improvement of 
the levee, in advance of such projects as the

This attitude may in the majority of instences 
be just, particularly as many of our peniten- 
tiaries have the evil reputation of turning out 
& prisoner a more wicked and dangerous man 
than he was when he passed within their bars. 
But ip many cases the recent tendency of af- 
fording the man who is “down and out” a new 
opportunity, a chance to remold his broken life, 
has resulted in conspicuous triumphs won by 
former convicts. 

One of the most pleasant instances is that of 
Donald Lowrie, who is winning fame as a news- 
paper writer. About a year ago Fremont Older, 
managing editor of a San Francisco newspaper, 
was visiting San Quentin prison. Warden Hoyle 
remarked to him: 

“There’s a manuscript in my desk that may 
interest you. It was written by one of the 
prisoners.” 


| Writing Wins Him a Job. 


In @ few minutes Oide: wus reading the arti- 
tle with an interest that grew more and more 
absorbed. Its subject was the indeterminate sen- 
tence. The editor was struck by the writer's 
clearness of thought and his vigorous wielding 
of English. 

“This man can write,” he exclaimed as he fin- 
ished. “I should like to meet him.” 

Presently there entered a tall, slim young man, 
with a clear-cut face and dark eyes. Older shook 
hands with him and expressed his interest, adt- 
ing: 
“If you can get out of here I'll give you a job 
on my newspaper.” 

Lowrie replied that he was eligible for parole 
and the editor promised to take his cage before 
the board of directors. At its next meeting the 
directors took up the matter and in a short time 
Donald Lowrie walked from the prison under a 
parole. The continuance of his freedom was de- 
pendsnt upon his “making good” in the world 
frota which e had been exiled by the courts. 
Hé went to work on the staff of the San Fian- 
disco Bulletin and has been working there ever 
since. 

Donald Lowrie had served two terms for bur- 
giary.

countant. He knew the history of nearly every 
man in the institution during his time. 

His clerical position gave him his first oppor- 
tunity for reading and study, and his ma/“ing 
the egquaintance of books wes the miracle, as it 
has been in many other cases, which turned his 
barren soul into fruitful soil. As in all men of 
keen understanding, reading awoxe in him an 
ambition to write. His first literary efforts were 
made in his cell by the light of an oil lamp. 

He met with success from the start. Some of 
lis earliest compositions were accepted by such 
publications as the Atlantic Montwaiy, Life and 
the Sunset Magazine. 

But when he found himself out in the world 
the situation was different. He was bewilderex 
and depressed by the noisy life roaring about 
him. The throng of new or forgotten imprer 
sions which crowded upon him caused him phy:- 
ical and mental pain. His eyes ached. 

Used to walking the flat spaces of San Que: 
tin, he found that climbing the hills of San Fran 
cisco was a strain upon his muscles. But such 
wae his flexibility of temperament that, althoug) 
his nerves were probably more sensitive tha 
those of most men, it teak him only a week t 
adapt himself to his new environment. 

Then he went to work. Hie first contributio: 
consisted of an installment of his studies, “My 
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fur although he had little objectiun to relating his 
prison experiences through a newspaper, the idea 
ot being stared at in person as an example filled 
him with distaste. After several months, how- 
ever, a number of clergymen persuaded him to 
address them on prison conditions. 

To his surprise, he found that he could speak 
and even enjoyed speaking. Soon he was lectur- 
ing here and there, before women’s clubs and be- 
fore organizations of business men like the Com- 


mercial Club of San Francisco. 


In the meanwhile his celebrity brought down

As the articles continued day after day public. 


interest grew. In two weeks he was the talk of 
San Francisco. In the street cars, on the ferries, 
op trains, everywhere, both in public and in the 
home, men and women were eagerly reading Don- 
aid Lowrie and discussing his revelations. The 
work revealed close powers of observation and a 
gift of presenting his material w.th dramatic 
effect. 

As the series went on from week to week with- 
out @ break, the marvel] increased. Here was a 
new writer who could publish an interesting arti- 
cle each day for six days in the week. In a few 
weeks Donald Lowrie printed more than 100,000 
words. 

The success of the articles spread Lowrie’s 
name throughout California. Many requests were 
made to him for lectutes. He decli ed them all, 


upon him. with requests for assistance. 

Seon he was givin; away most of his salary in 
loans. As the demands increased, both upon his 
resources and his time, he saw that here was 
a field for systematic work. Backed by Older and 
several men and women of prominence in San 
Francisco, he established a prison bureau for 
the purpose of obtaining work for ex-convicts. 


Its sucess has been remarkable. It has already 
succeeded in finding employment for hundreds of 
former prisoners who, in the natural course of 
events, might have been hounded from city to 
city by the police on the strength of the p'ison 
records, until at last, forced to despair by the re- 
lentlessness of th world, they would have been 
driven into renewing their criminal life. 

Donald Lowrie has made good. He is a suc- 
cessful and a useful citizen. He lives in a little 
cottage in Mill Valley, near San Francisco, where 
an old ex-convict is his factotum. Lowrie writes 
in the open air, looking forth on the mountains 
or the bay. 

Two or three times a week he publish*s a story 
ia his newspaper, usually on some theme directly 
or indirectly connected with prison life. His artt- 
cles are to be published in a volume, and his 
friends expect that his influence in prison reform 
and the treatment of ex-convicts will sooner OF 
later spread to national scope. 

It may be more than a coincidence, though 
there seems to be no direct connection, that in 
the prison of San Quentin, where the McNamara

brothers, Abe Ruef and 2000 others are confined, 
there takes place each year a show, convict made, 
convict staged and presented to a tense audience 
of convict critics. The actors are convicted 
swindlers, embezzlers, thieves and murderers, but 
this yearly show is prorounced to be admircbly 
successful in stirring up the successful perform- 
ws to a new self-respect and ambition. 

Dispatches from Mount Clemens, Mich., state 
that Rufus Cantrell, a graduate of Tuskegee In- 
stitute, who was convicted in Indianapolis as a 
grave roblLer and who wore the titie of “xing of 
the ghouls,’ has reformed to the extent that he 
is writing a volume of poems and has taken the 
stump in behalf of Woodrow Wilson. 

Camntrell was paroled after serving a term for 
ldeting gtaves, on conditon that he never again 
setfoot-in Indianapolis. He is said to have some 
gifts as a public speater. 

One of the saddest stories of a recent 
Valjean is that of William Bur'e, a member 
o; the City Council in Philadelphia. He had 
scarcely been elected when he was met on the 
street and recognized by a former convict, who 
knew that, under the name of Benjamin H. Tripp, 
Bure had served a term in Charlestown Prison 
and had a criminal record as a burglar in Boston 
and New York. 

Five years had passed since his release from 
prison, and in this time he had been able to build 
up his life anew. Using the skill as a wood carver 
which he had learned in the penitentiary, he 
raised himself to comfortable circumstances and 
married. What his moral regeneration had been 
was shown by his election to the Council on a 
reform tic’ et.

This brave structure reared upon the ru:ns of 
his past was struck down by his own hand. The 
former convict who had recognized him used his 
knowledge for purposes of blackmail. His de. 
mands for money and his menaces of exposure 
at last became intolerable. Burke freed himself 
from his incubus by the heroic measure of re- 
signing his position as Councilman and revea}- 
ing to the public in a letter the entire secret of 
his life. 

It is just to say that the chief emotion aroured 
by his disclosure was pity, commingled with re- 
spect. Strangers rallied to him with offers of as- 
sistance. But this sudden awakening from his 
dream of a life of respectability was more than 
the human heart could bear. After a few weeks 
of hvmiliation, in which he showed how deeply 
the wound had struck by utter listlessness in hig 
affairs, Burke vanished from Philadelphia, leay. 
ing his wife. His whereabouts are now unknown 
save to her. It is believed that hé will attempt in 
some other city, probably under a third name, to 
retrieve the disaster which befell] him.

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Al J. Jennings, who is the Democratic cand- 
date, chosen at the primaries, for County Attor- 
ney of Oklahoma County, Ok., has served two 
prison terms, one for robbing the mails and the 
other for assaulting a Deputy United States Mar- 
shal. In his campaign spceches, Jennings de- 
clared franily: “I’ve robbed trains and I’ve been 
behind the bars. But that was in the past. If 
elected, I will put an end to graft and crime in 
Or lahoma County.” 

Jennings is a’gradurte of Virginia University 
and a lawyer. After practicing in the courts in 
Oklahoma and holding a political office, he turned 
outlaw and became a member of a niutorious gang 
of bandits. It has been nine years silre he was 
eleased from prison, with a determination tzu 
live down the wasted years of his life. During 
this time he has practiced law in various Okla- 
homa towns. 

His announcement of his candidacy was at first 
resented as an insult to the public. He was at- 
tacked on his reco’d by his opponents. He did 
not deny the charges, but too* eve"y opportunity 
te admit them. At last his manly bearing under 
attack and the bitte:ness of the onslaughts made 
upon him turned the tide of public favor in his 
direction. He defeated his rivals by a handsome 
majority. 

A number of convicts h-°ve won freedom by 
means of their literrry gift-, the most famous 
among them being John Carter, who was par- 
doned while serving a term for theft because of 
the excellence of his poems, 

Carl Arnold, convicted of murder, was released 
from the Kansas Penitentiary by Gov. Hoch be- 
cause of the convict’s authorship of a poem en- 
titled “As Man to Man.” 

Albert Ferguson, a lyricel highway robber, was 
paroled by Gov. Hadley because his verses had 
aroused the interest of William Marion Reedy, 
editor of the St. Louis Mirror, to which Ferguson 
still occasionally contributes essays.

HE largest task yet undertaken by the re- 
ge clamation service is the Engle or Elephant 
Butte project in the lower Rio Grande Val- 
ley of New Mexico. The construction of this plant 
has been under way since November, 1910. It will 
be completed in 1917, and will be the largest and 
most expensive irrigation system in the world. 
The cost will be more than $10,000,000, of which 
$9,000,000 has already been appropriated by Con- 
gress. 

The dam is being constructed of rubble con- 
crete, 400,000 cubic yards being calculated by the 
reclamation engineers as the amount necessary. 
One end of the great wall of concrete will be 
anchored to the Elephant Butte, from which the 
project takes its name, and the other end will

huge concrete flume so that the foundation wor’ 
may be carried on witkow. ivterference.

To avoid 
the economic dependence which, according to 
the new school, is a fundamental source of hu- 
miliation to wives, the youthful pioneers agreed 
that whatever income both shall earn is to be 
divided equally; so that, if she is incapacitated 
for remunerative work by the cares of mother- 
hood, she will receive half of her husband’s in- 
come as wages. On the other hand, the house- 
hold expenses are to be charged half and half 
against the husband and wife. 

For all of these innovations the Washburnes 
have as authority the gospel of the modern -lit- 
erary school of reformers. Their agreement 
that marriage should end when love ceases, which 
is in direct opposition to the ecclesiastical view 
that marriage is an indissoluble sacrament, and 
their further engagement that not even care3ses 
should be exchanged which are objectionable to 
either, is derived from Ellen Key, the famous 
Scandinavian woman author. In her recent book, 
“Love and Marriage,” she laid down this dogma 
of the “new morality” 

“On account of the individual's desire of per- 
sonal choice in actions that are personally im- 
portant, the continuance of marriage must de- 
pend upon either of the parties, and divorce thus 
be free; and this all the more since the new idea 
of purity implies that compulsion in this direc- 
tion is a humiliation.” 

“The ideal form of marriage,” writes Miss Key 
in another passage, “is the perfectly free union 
of a man and a woman, who through mutual love 
desire to promote the happiness of each other and 
of the race. 

“The existing institution of marriage forces 
upon human beings who are seldom ideal a unity 
which only an ideal happiness renders them capa. 
ble of supporting. It fulfills one of its missions 
—that of protecting the woman—in & wa) that 
is now humiliating to her human dignity. It 
performs its second function—that of protecting 
the children—in an extremely imperfect fashion, 
ltr third—thet of setting up an ideal of the mo-.

In reply to the torrent of censure which has 


rolled »down upon the Washburnes since their 
marriage, they have jointly written for the Post- 
Dispatch Sunday Magazine what they entitle 
“A Defense of Our Prenuptial Pact.” This doc- 
ument is as elaborately itemized as an attor- 
ney’s brief, although it deals with what is called 
“the romance of the future.” 

“Let us briefly sum up the essence of the agree- 
ment,’ begins this remarkable instrument, which 
some enthusiasts have hailed as the declaration 
of independence of the human emotions. 

“Before our marriage we verbally agreed that 
an essay, written by one of us, called ‘A Practi- 
cable Basis for Free Marriage,’ and. Emerson’s 
poem, ‘Give All to Love,’ expressed our views 
as to what the marriage relation should be. The 
chief points in the new marriage contract are 
these: 

“1. Husband and wife should be legally mar- 
ried before bringing children into the world. 


“2. Husband and wife should have no control 
or possession over the other whatsoever. 


“3. Both should be productive workers when 
possible, ihe bearing and rearing of children be- 
ing considered as productive work. 


“4. All income should be equally divided, and 
all expenses also equally divided. 


“5. Separation should come when love ceases. 


“6, Financial considerations should not be made 
a barrier to such separation; therefore, the re- 
sponsibility should remain the same unless there 
is remarriage, and even then should remain the 
same so far as the children of the first marriage 
are concerned. 

“7. Neither should impose his or her ideas upon 
the other; although, of course, there should be 
free discussion of any difference of opinion. 

“8 Society should be considered to the extent 
of not marrying when either is physically unfit 
to bring healthy children into the world. 

“9 A marriage not productive either of chil- 
dren or of mutual spiritual uplift is not a true 
marriage. 

Attacks have been made, the brief continues, 
on the grounds of: “(1) Ilegality, (2) inconsiet- 
ency, (3) ignoring time-proved conventions, (4) 
selfishness, (5) audacity, (6) destructiveness of 
family, (7) upholding ‘free love,’ (8) indecency, 
(9) lack of confidence in each other, (10) lack 
of love and (11) offensive publicity.’’ 

The young attorneys for the “new morality” 
gravely take up these points categorically, an- 
swering them one by one in court-like phrase- 
ology: 

“1. Legally, we have simply cgreed to live up 
t» the letter of the marriage laws in so far as 
these laws are mandatory, but with public protest 
where we considered the laws unjust. But we 
relinquish all rights granted by the permissory 
laws except in so far as each voluntarily grants 
those rights in every several instance. We signed 
no contract, but made a verbal agreement the 
basis of our marriage. Three expert attorneys 
passed upon the legality of this action before 
our marriage.

Times 
have changed. 

The present Crown Prince thinks for himself. 
Fatal miséake, when one’s father is head of tle 
lLiouse of Hohenzollern! Frederick the Great 
also thought for himself. He, too, was a bit way- 
ward; he hated dismal pedantry, drunken swash- 
bucklers and coarse buffoonery; the German 
language sounded harsh in his ears. His father, 
who loved all these things, tried to discipline 
him with blows and deprivation of all that he 
loved. Frederick determined to flee to France. 
His dearest friend, Lieutenant von Katte, aided 
and abetted him in his design. Elector Freder- 
ick William discovered it, locked the two youths 
in a fortress dungeon, threatened to have his son 
shot if he refused to abdicate his right to the 
throne, had him tried by courtmartial. The 
officers of the court commended the Prince to 
his father’s mercy, but condemned Von Katte to 
lifelong imprisonment. The angry Elector or- 
dered that Von Katte’s head be cut off and that 
the Crown Prince be compelled to witness the 
execution.

Kaiser Wilhelm II, in 1912, 
has not imprisoned the Crown Prince, nor cut off 
the heads of any of his friends, but he has kent

him in’ viftual exile, doing tedious military duty 
at dreary fortresses far away from the jovous 
life of Berlin. 

The great Kaiser of today is confronted with 
the same problem as. the petty King of 180 years 
ago; he is powerless to deprive his eldest son of 
the right to succeed to the throne. 

The trouble dates from about a year ago. The 
exact origin of it is something of a mystery. 
Politicians tell us that it began when the Kaiser 
angrily rebuked the Crown Prince for his actions 
in the Reichstag on the occasion of a fiery ;ingo 
anti-British speech by Doctor von Heydebrand. 
I’ will be remembered that the Ciown Prince, 
sitting in the royal gallery, applauded the most 
rabid Anglophobia of the speech by slapping his 
brother on the back. Of course this was indis- 
creet. Even the German newspapers, reticent 
and timorous as they are in commenting upon 
the actions of their royalty, chided the young 
man. Nevertheless his outburst was popular, and 
the rebukes only added to the hold he had upon 
his future subjects’ hearts. 

This incident may have been, probably was, 
the actual dividing point, but the “little rift 
within the lute” started many years further back. 
Those who are old enough to remember and had 
the opportunity to observe say that when the 
Cvown Prince was still a little kiddie in knicker- 
bockers he was not amenable to parenta) disci- 
pline. Self-willed, high spirited, not particularly 
companionable, he was in a constant condition of 
quasi-reyolt against his father’s attempts to 
mold his character into a miniature of his own. 
He thought for himself. He had his own ideas, 
and he did not hesitate to express his dislike for 
many ofthe thing his father loved and his lik- 
ing for things his father loathed. But he was 
still too young for an open breach to be possible. 

In his college days at Bonn the Crown Prince 
incurred his royal father’s displeasure” more 
than once. The Kaiser kept a sharp eye on the 
youth’s behavior. The imperial eagle scared 
over the roosting places of its chicken,“with an 
eye especially watchful -for dangerous prey in 
the form of girls that might lure the fledgling 
too far away from the parental eyrie. 

And when he learned of Geraldine Farrar he 
swooped down to take a hand in the chase. Ber- 
lin still snickers as it whispers the story. As 


the gossip goes, the Crown Prince was not a bit 
bashful about manifesting his admiration for the 
charming American singer, and was trailing after 
her in a way that made the services of a press 
agent unnecessary. 

“What’s this? ‘What's this?” the Emperor is 
said to have cried. “Running around making 
calf’s eyes at an opera singer? like a shopkeeper’s 
son after a chorus girl? We must see about 
this!” 

Down swooped the eagle from his height. And 
se effectively did he “see about it” that the 
chicken had no more opportunities to trail after 
the singer. The parent bird was monopolizing 
her! 

Then the good burghers of Bonn began to chat- 
ter about the Prince's attentions to another love- 
ly American girl. It was Miss Gladys Deacon. 
They said he had actually given her, a ring, a 
Hohenzollern heirloom. Again the father eagle 
swooped down, and fhey say that Miss Deacon 
gave back the ring. 

The time came to select a wife for the Prince. 
The Emperor had his own ideas about wives. So 
had his son. The young women who possessed 
the qualities that fitted them to be Empress were 
paraded before the young man, with much ad- 
vice and comment upon the form they showed. 
To the amazement of everybody, the Kaiser espe- 
cially, Frederick William picked out the very girl 
oi whom his father’s hopes were set, Princess 
Cecilie of Mecklenburg-Schwerin. 

But the Emperor wanted to supervise the 
courtship. The Crown Prince felt himself per- 
fectly capable of managing this for himself. It 
was whispered in the drawing rooms of Berlin 
that the Emperor had administered a severe re- 
proof to the young pair, because he had found 
Princess Cecile sitting on Prince  Frederick’s 
knees. : 

The Crown Prince has a keen sense of humor 
and a way of complying with orders so literally 
that it is intensely irritating to his father. The 
Kaiser makes a great parade of his love for 
Spartan simplicity, whereas he is at heart fond 
of luxury. The Crown Prince is sincerely simple 
in his tastes. One day the Emperor sent word to 
Potsdam that he was going to inspect the regi- 
ment of which his son was chief and dine with 
the officers. The dinner he sat down to con- 





sisted of bean soup, boiled pork and greens. And 
he had to pretend that he liked ‘it. 

This open hostility is a source of poignant grief 
to the Empress. She adores her:son. She adores 
the four grandchildren he has given her. She 
would love to have them about her, but she 
would never dream of-questioning anything the 
Emperor did. Consequently, she must. silently 
suffer her son to be banished to remote and 
uninteresting posts like Dantzic. Recently, how- 
ever, there was what seemed on ‘he surface a 
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reconciliation; the Crown Prinse was transferred 


near the parental nest. But this transfer has 
served only to make more obvious to all Ger- 
mans the mutual dislike between the Emperor

N English army officer, Col., H. S.. Massy, 
of the Aerial League, discussing the other 
day the possibility of aeroplanes taking 

part in actual warfare in addition to undertak- 
ing scouting work, said: 

“It is evident that to obtain the necessary in- 
formation one side must sweep the air clear of 
all opposing machines or as many a8 possible of 
them. 

“Fighting aeroplanes should be equipped witb 
a light quick-firing gun fixed in front of the ma- 
chine, while the observing officer should carry 
or have handy a magazine rifle, but this might 
necessitate a total crew of three persons. 

“There will probably be several kinds of mili- 
tary aeroplanes just as there are several kinds 
of naval craft, the light aeroplane for rapid scout- 
ing, and a heavier machine for helpipg to clear 
the air when the lighter machines receive such 
opposition that they can proceed no further. 
“The larger war planes may eventually carry 
a pilot and three fighting men. The smaller 
ones will consist only of a pilot and one observ- 
ing officer.” 

Questioned as to the possibility of disabling 
aircraft with artilllery, Col. Massy said that ow- 
ing to the difficulty in experimenting with long 
range guns under actual war conditions, it is dif- 
ficult to say what the effect of bigh-angle fire 
would be on an aeroplane flying at t0 or 70 miles 
an hour. 

“It ig possible, however,” he added, “that shells 
containing high explosives and leaving a trail of 
smoke behind them to assist the zunner’s aim 
may prove very destructive to aircraft, even while 
flying at a height of 3000 feet or more.” 

“Could the German dirigible Hansa have blown 
the British warships in Cop.uhagen Harbor to 
pieces?”’ he was asked. 

“We don’t know,” he replied, “wnat particular 
scientific instruments the German dirigibles will 
carry in order to enable them to drop projectiles 
with précision on stationary or moving objects, 
but that such instruments exist is beyond doubt. 

“I do not think that at the present t'mrc an ex- 
plosive, unless the charge be an enormous one, 
dropped on a ship would produce such disastrous 
etfects as some persons anticipate. It is certain, 
however, that a very lucky shot dropped down a 
funnel or into a hatchway in the vicinity of the 
magazine might disable a Warship. 

“Seeing, however, that a height of over 18,000 
feet has lately been attained by an aeroplane, and 
that the limit of convenient height attainable by 
the Zeppelins is only about 5000 feet. it will be 
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easily seen that an aeroplane yrov « 4 with @ doz-~ 
en small bombs and a quick-firing gun ~7ith éx- 
plosive bullets would make short work of the alr- 
ship. ‘ 

“The work of our military airmen during the 
late British maneuvers,” continued Col. Massy, 
“most decisively proves that our military pilo * 
aud their observing officers are up to the igh: ¢ 
foreign standard. The reports of the reconnoit- 
ering officers are models of what such docu- 
ments should be, and have been of immense use 
to the army commanders. 

“All we now lack is numbers, and this defect 
I have no doubt will soon be rectified by the ac- 
tion of our War Office. The advea ef a*rcraft 
and the experience we have gained in the maneu- 
vers will bring forward more prominently than 
ever the question of universal military service, 

“Aided by the aerial forces even now at their 
disposal, it would not be aifficult for an enemy 
to land wherever he pleased, provided that he had a 
sufficiently powerful naval fleet either to defeat or 
‘hypnotise’ qur own.” 

This English view of the superior advantag? cf 
the aeroplane cer the dirigible is shared by 
French authorities. The Ma‘ n of Paris, « T- 
menting on the recent French gratd maneuvers, 
declares that the dirigibles - te w® & sorry 
show. 

The dirigibles took six ours to reconniter 
250 miles, while the slowest biplanes obtained ex- 
act information during a flight of 125 miles in two 
hours and a half. Other biplanes reconnoitered 
190 miles in three hours and five minutes. 

The aviation authorities appear to have agreed 
to turn their attention at present from the dir- 
igibles, in order to experiment with new aero- 
planes having a great range of action, provided 
with guns and protected, and furnished with an 
engine capable of developing 400 horse-power. 

These machines will not replace the light aero- 
planes, which will be used for reconnoitering work 
when the armored aeroplanes are engaged in ac- 
tual warfare.

i gsurprise favor. It has a fringe of brick-red tis- 
‘ gue paper hair pasted upon the orange so as to

' a etrip of tissue paper.in the manner. shown, 
and curled with a email knife tin/ the regular 
feather curling fashion.
